Brother, ‘The chiefs of the Wyandots have
lived too long with the Englifh, to fee things as
they ought to-do: They muft have expected,
when they were counfelling, that the chief they
fent to this council-fire, would find the Ameri-
cans afieep, but the fun, which the great fpirit
has fet’ to Iight this ifland, difcovers to me they
are much miitaken.

Brother, 1 will tell you why they ace mif-
taken ; they muft have thought that it was an
eafy matter to fatisfy us, after doing ali the mif-
chiet they could.
